Organizations Should Remember Success Is Journey, Not Destination 


Mrs. Frank Lewis of Chicago, wife of a wealthy 
and generous Catholic, purchased, a few years ago, 
a very large recreation building, originally erected 
by the Federation of Women Clubs of Chicago. She 
is permitting the Archdiocesan Council of Catholic 
Women to use two stories of it. Mrs. Lewis’ organi- 
gation publishes a: monthly magazine in a recent 
number of which she made a few observations which 
I would like to pass on to you. 

She noted that if it ever were necessary to or- 
ganize Catholic men, or Catholics of any group, that 
time is now, but the organization must be active 
if it is to be of help at all. 

She observed: “Organizations can very easily

set up a program for success, but it must be remem- 
bered that success is a journey and not a destination. 
Happiness will be found along the way—not at the 
end of the road, for then the journey is over, and it 
is too late.” 


As individuals we find happiness in our own 
personal sanctification; as members of an organiza- 
tion we arrive at happiness by doing good for others 
—and especially spiritual good. 


Our life is made up of days, and we are not even 


sure of a tomorrow. Therefore, St. Paul’s words 
apply: “While we have time, let us do good to all 
men.” After death we shall have no opportunity to 
do what we should have done while alive down here. 

Mrs. Lewis believes that % is everybody's obli- 
gation to do something to check anti-God activities, 
to patronize no motion picture or television or radio 
program which offends against the moral standards 
under which we were reared. She says: “Every 
person has a voice, a phone, a pen and the mental 
ability at least to protest.” But the individual need 
not do that if the officers of an organization can do 
it for all, and declare that they are speaking for 
60,000 men in the Diocese of Fort Wayne.

In New Shrine 


Frascati, Italy — (NC) — His 
Eminence Federico Cardinal Te- 
deschini, Archpriest of the Vatican 
Basilica and Bishop of Frascati, 
officiated at the solemn enthrone- 
ment of an ancient painting of Our 
Lady of Capocroce in a new shrine 
erected in the centuries-old cathe- 
dral here. 

The new shrine was built to re- 
place one which was destroyed dur- 
ing an aerial bombardment on Jan- 
uary 29, 1944. Pending the re- 
construction of the shrine, a tem- 
pee structure was built to 

ouse the image, which had been 
buried under the debris. 

Taking part in a procession to 
the shrine were civic officials, rep- 
resentatives of Catholic Action or- 
ganizations, and many school chil- 
dren gathered to honor Our Lady 
of Capocroce, who is the patroness 
of Frascati and is credited with 
many miraculous interventions on 
the town’s behalf during the cen- 
turies. Frascati is about 12 miles 


south of Rome.

Magazine Editor Declares. . , 
Industrial Relations Key 
Battlefield In Red War 


Notre Dame — Industrial rela- 
tions is a “key battlefield in the 
cold war” against Communism, the 
Rey. Benjamin Masse, S.J.,  asso- 
ciate editor of America, declared 
here. 


“IT IS UP TO American labor 
and management to prove that the 
Communists are wrong in claim- 
ing that an unrelenting hatred and 
struggle must always exist between 
workers and their employers,” Fa- 
ther Masse said. 


The noted Jesuit writer and 
authority on American industrial 
relations lectured under the aus- 
pices of Notre Dame’s economics 
department. 

“The only way to look at labor- 
management relations today is 
against the background of the cold 
war,” Father Masse asserted. De- 
scribing the ideological conflict as 
“the supreme, overriding political 
reality of our times,” he warned 
that America must convince the 
uncommitted world that our eco- 
nomic system and social order are 
preferable to the Communist way 
of life. 


CONCERNING THAT to a large 
extent American employers and 
unions have already proved Com- 
munist economic dogma false, Fa- 
ther Masse urged both groups to 
do it “even more convincingly” in 
the future. 

“There are areas in U. S. In- 
dustry,” he said, “where labor- 
management relations furnish all 
sorts of ammunition for Mos- 
cow's propaganda corps. There is 
from past decades a residue of 
language and attitudes which of- 
fers some semblance of truth to 


the charge that class warfare is 
normal in labor management re- 
lations.”

FOR 23 YEARS the Friary 
served the Order as a novitiate, 
wherein its new members were 
initiated into the Capuchin re- 
ligious life during a year of inten- 
sive: spiritual training. Father 
Clement Neubauer, O.F.M. Cap., 
the first Master of Novices at St. 
Felix, was subsequently elected 
'Minister Provincial of the St. Jo- 
seph Province in 1942; and in 1946 
he was appointed Minister General 
of the entire Capuchin Order by 
his Holiness, Pope Pius XII. 


On March 31, 1929, before its 
dedication and the establishment 
of canonical enclosure, the 
Friary was opened to public in- 
spection. Few could resist such 
a rare opportunity, and, in spite 
of torrential rain, between 10, 
000 and 15,000 men and women 
explored every nook and cranny 
of the new building.

After a year’s novitiate, the young 
friars come to Huntington, to begin 
the difficult task of combining 
higher studies and the spiritual life 
without detriment to either. Fol- 
lowing one year of fundamental 
college work, the friars spend three 
years studying Scholastic Philo- 
sophy and related subjects. 


The seminary course of studies 
was affiliated with the Catholic 
University of America, Washing- 
ton, D. C., in 1952 and the seminary 
was empowered to grant the Bache- 


|lor of Arts degree in Philosophy to 


its graduates. The graduates trans- 
fer to St. Anthony Friary at Mara- 
thon, Wis., where they prepare for 
ordination to the holy priesthood 
during a four year course of 
Sacred Theology. 


ON THE DOMESTIC side of the 
school’s operation, nine hafd-work- 
ing Lay-Brothers staff the laundry, 
tailor shops, boiler room, bakery 
and kitchen of the Friary. Besides 
helping the Brothers in all depart- 
ments and keeping the Friary neat 
and clean, the forty-two Clerics 
(Friars who are students or semi- 
narians) find relaxation from their 
studies in carpentry, painting, gen- 
eral repairing, sandal making, book 
binding, printing, library work, and 
sacristy work. 

The large vegetable gardens, 
orchards, lawns, and flower gar- 
dens also help te keep the Clerics 
busy. Those who remember the 
almost treeless expanse of clay 
soil and corn fields of twenty- 
five years ago, would hardly re- 


cognize the beautiful Friary 
grounds today. 
Brownfriars, a quarterly pub- 


lished by the Clerics, furnishes an 
outlet for the budding literary tal- 
ents of the Friars. Silk-screen tech- 
nicians among the Friars produce 
the publication.

FOR THE PAST twenty-five 
years, the Fathers have had the 
privilege of sharing in the apos- 
tolic labors of Our Lady of Victory 
Missionary Sisters, by serving them 
as confessors, instructors, and sub- 
stitute chaplains. 


Nearly two-hundred Friars 
trained at St. Felix Friary have 
taken their place in the Capuchin 
portion of the Lord’s Vineyard 
throughout the world. One out 
of every five or six is laboring in 
the missions of Nicaragua, the 
Mariana Islands (Guam), the 
Ryukyu Islands (Okinawa) or in 
St. Labre Indian Mission in Mon- 
tana. 


Some Friars are teaching in 
various educational institutions in 
the East and Mid-west. Others are 
members of the Capuchin Mission 
Bands, preaching retreats, mis- 
sions, and Forty Hours Devotions. 
Still others are caring for souls in 
parishes in charge of Capuchins, or 
directing Fraternities of the Third 
Order of St. Francis. 


ST. FRANCIS of Assisi desig- 
nated the superiors of his Order 
as fathers and servants, rather than 
rulers of the friars. He called the 
higher superiors “Ministers” (ser- 
vants), and the local superiors

When her father, her sisters. the 
prioress of Carmel, the Bishops ... 
-and even the Holy Father Himself, 
Pope Leo XIII. >. had witnessed 
her determination, all Opposition 
imelted like ice before an intense 
flame. Thus it was that only three 
months after her fifteenth birth- 
day Therese was admitted into Our 
Lady's Convent. After Mass on the 
sunny morning of April 9, 1888, 
the heavy door of Carme! closed 
behind her for the last time. For. 
ever she was sealed from the 
world. Forever she committed her- 
self, as she promised she would. to 
the maternal love of Our Lady of 
Mt. Carmel. 

What followed is history 

So rapidly did Therese advance 
in virtue through Spiritua) Child- 
;hood practiced under Our Lady's 
watchful guidance, that by the date 
of her death nine years later, 
| September 30, 1897, she had arriv- 
ed at heroic perfection. She had 
become not only a Saint... but 
‘in the words of Pius XII, “The

This little story is taken from 
St. Luke’s Gospel. There is another 
one, much like it, with a similar 
burden. Our Lord tells how a man 
receives an unexpected guest in 
the middle of the night and has 
no bread to set before him. The 
unfortunate host goes to his neigh- 
bor’s house and sets up a rapping 
on the door. The neighbor calls out 
from within, “Go away. The door 
is locked and everyone is ih bed.” 
Now, says Our Lord, ifthe noise 
at the door continues, that neigh- 
bor will finally get up out of bed 
and give the petitioner what he 
wants—not so much because he is 
a friend and neighbor, but because 
the noise is a disturbance and no 
one in the house can sleep with it. 


From these stories, Our Lord 
points to perseverance in prayer: 

“Ask. and it shall be given you: 
seek, and you shall find: knock, 
and it shall be opened to you. For 
everyone that asketh, receiveth: 
and he that seeketh, findeth; and 
to him that knocketh, it shall be 
opened.” 


Among the heresies of our day is 
one that scoffs at prayer. “Do you 
think that God can be bothered 
with all our requests?” they ask. 
“Why pray?—if it's coming to you, 
you'll get it. Otherwise, you won't.” 

But here we have the direct com- 
mand of Our Lord: “Ask and it 
shall be given you; seek, and you 
shall find: knock, and it shall be 
opened to you.” 


In each instance, there is a com- 
mand with a promise attached: 
“Seek, and you shall find.”
